Allowable Subject Matter 

The following is an Examiner's statement of reasons for the indication of 
allowable subject matter: 

Applicant(s) claimed invention is directed to an adhesion promoter additive, 
comprising: at least one unsaturated, amorphous polyester comprising 1) an acid 
component comprising at least one «*, 77 -unsaturated dicarboxylic acid compound, 
and 2) an alcohol component; wherein said alcohol component comprises at least 5% 
of a dicidol mixture of the isomeric compounds 

wherein each isomer is present in said dicidol mixture in a proportion of from 20 to 40% 
by weight; and wherein a sum of said isomeric compounds a)-c) is from 90 to 100% by 
weight based on said dicidol mixture. 

The crux of the invention lies in the discovery that the particular adhesion promoter 
additive above exhibits enhancing properties of coating materials such as high corrosion 
protection, high hardness and improved gloss and solid content which maintaining a 
lower contraction in the case of crosslinked systems and which is also compatible with 
other coating materials, adhesives and sealants while avoiding the problems commonly 
associated therewith such as brittleness. Such has neither been anticipated by nor 
made obvious from the prior art. The art of record demonstrates other adhesive 
additives known in the art produced in the art which do not, however, comprise the 
particular components above and neither contain the advantages as mentioned. For 
example USP 4122074 discloses polyester aminoalkylalkoxysilanes which have utility 
as adhesion promoters between inorganic siliceous materials and organic resins but do 
not contain or disclose the particular additive as described by applicants claimed 
invention. USP 4093768 bensotriazole as in adhesion promoter for unsaturated 
polyesters but also does not disclose the particular additive as described by applicants' 
claimed invention.
